Llr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  state  of 
the  Borough  and  Port  of  Folkestone, 


The  health  of  the  Borough  has  remained  good.  The  birth  rate 
at  19.3  live  births  per  1,000  compares  favourably  v/ith  the 
Registrar -General' s figure  of  17.9  for  the  whole  of  England  and 
Males,  while  still-births  at  0.21  are  exactli/"  half  those  for  the 
whole  country  (0.42). 

Infant  mortality  (under  1 year  of  age)  'vas  35  per  1,000  live 
births  compared  with  34  for  the  "whole  country.  On  the  other  hand, 
deaths  from  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  under  2 years  of  age  vvere  only 
slightly  more  than  1/3  of  the  rate  quoted  for  England  and  7>^es. 
There  were  no  notifications  of  Puerperal  Fever  or  P"’Texia. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  very  small  during  the 
year  and  there  wore  no  major  epidemics.  For  the  first  time, 
probably  in  history,  no  case  of  proved  Diphtheria  was  notified  in 
the  Borough  - a satisfying  reflection  on  the  efficac3r  of  the 
imiinunisation  campaign. 


1948  will  be  I’emoimcred  in  Public  Health  circles  as  the  year 
in  which  the  iTdtiona.T  T-Toalth  Services  Act  of  1946  came  into  being. 
Unfortunately,  thie  me_-nt  a vm-y  appreciable  loss  of  functions  for 
the  Health  Departri.ont  of  the  Miiile  appr ecia^ting  certain 

advantages  in  who'iosale  ceyitra]  ina-tion,  it  still  remains  to  be  seen 
whether  the  loss  of  local  'MonobR'  lias  not,  in  effect,  had  more 
than  a sentimental  result. 


Among  the  officers  transferred  to  the  Kent  County  Council  were 
Lir.  I.M.D.  Buttorj^  F.R’.C.S.,  and  Dr.  Margaret  Havn/ood,  both  of  whom 


have  done  so  much  good  work  for  the  clinics  run  'oj  the  Borough 


Authority.  Our  throe  Health  Visitors,  Miss  Rodgers,  Miss  Hert  and 


Miss  Smith  also  have  transferred  their  allegiance.  B;’  courtesy  of 
the  County?’  Medical  Officer  the^?'  still  give  the  Borough  Health 
Department  help  whenever  required  especially  with  regard  to 
enquiries  in  cases  of  adoption  and  in  housing  problems.  It  was 
probably  never  fully  appreciated  how  dependent  the  Department  has 
been  on  the  Health  Visitors  for  information  and  help  in  a 
multiplicity  of  conditions  quite  outside  the  ordinary  terms  of 
reference . 


During  the  i/ear  steps  were  taken  to  cleanse  v/ar  damaged  and 
other  sites  wh-ich  had  become  nothing  more  than  refuse  dumps.  This 
has  been  a perpetual  worry  since  the  end  of  the  -'./as:  and  there  is 
still  much  to  be  denc . It  is  felt,  hewever,  that  with  the  projected 
clearance  of  the  badJ.y  daiimgocL  harrocur  area,  a.  very  great  improvemen' 
may  be  expected. 


As  the  result;  of  tests  toJcen  froii  tme  to  tine  it  v/as 
found  that  certain  wells  within  the  Borough  houndarios  7;ere 
erossl""^  contEnninated.  In  consequence  a conplete  survey  of 
all  vjells  and  roof  water  supplies  YJas  carried  out  with  the 
diligent  aid  of  the  Chief  Sajiitar^’  Inspector  and  his  staff. 

This  resulted  in  the  closing  of  certain  wells  and  careful 
control  of  others.  Ivlor cover  it  was  agreed  that  770rh  should 
he  put  in  hand  for  piped  suppl3r  to  he  provided  for  the  "Danton 
Pinch"  area  v^hich  has  hitherto  relied  entirely  upon  wells. 

Owing  to  ill-health,  in: . V.I.  Staff,  Chief  Clerk  to  the 
Health  Department,  had  to  resign  his  appointment  in  Pehruary, 
His  work  over  26  3reai's,  inclu.ding  the  difficult  period  of  the 
war,  has  been  invaluable  and  he  is  greatly  missed.  He  has  been 
succeeded  by  i;Ir.  R.F.  lliddleton,  previously  assistant.

The  following  brief  report  on  the  emplo^Tiient  position  in 
Folkestone  during  1948  has  been  supplied  by  the  kanager  of  the 
local  Ei'iiplovnent  Exchange: 

Under  the  National  Insurance  Act,  which  cane  into  force  on 
5th  JUI3/,  1948,  the  insured  population  in  Folkestone  at  the 
4th  October,  1948,  reached  a total  of  19,600.  Of  these,  16,500 
were  enployed  persons,  2,00C  self-employed  and  1,300  non-employed .

Demands  for  labour  throughout  the  3r3ar  have  not  been  fully 
satisfied,  parr.icularl^?-  regarding  skilled  vrorkers.  The  number  of 
vacancies  fluctuated  betvceen  70C  in  summer  to  150  in  winter.  Ti'o 
SI311  factories  corrmenced  production  wdth  a capacity’’  of  emplo3^ing 
SO  women  in  artificial  teeth  Lianufacture  and  children’s  clothing. 


Unemployment  during  1948  varied  according  to  the  season. 

From  356  in  tranuar3''  the  numbers  declined  to  175  in  Juls?"  and  then 
increased  to  471  in  December.  J’ul37‘'s  figures  comprised  123  men, 

45  women,  2 bo37'S  and  5 girls.  December’s  figures  included  278 
men,  185  women,  5 boys  and  5 girls.  Numbers  unemplo3?-ed  have  been 
considerabl3r  higher  than  in  1947,  principall3r  due  to  completion  of 
repair  v\7ork  and  lack  of  licences  and” contracts  for  Building  and 
Civil  Engineering  v;ork,  and  the  effect  of  the  Catering  viTages 
Regulations  on  the  Hotel  and  Catering  Trades.. 

The  classes  of  workers  unemployed  belonged  mainl^r  to  the 
unskilled  and  clerical  grou.ps  in  respect  of  both  men  and  women. 

The  building  and  hotel  industries  were  responsible  for  nearly 
half  of  the  men  unemplo3?'ed  in  December;  more  than  half  of  the 
vjomen  unemplo  ed  v/ere  hotel  and  catering  workers. 

Under  the  Disabled  Persons  ( Eiupl03n;ient ) Act,  1944,  there 
were  726  registered  disabled  persons  in  Folkestone,  including  81 
v;omen.  55  male  and  3 female  disabled  persons  v/ere  unomplo3^ed 
as  at  December,  1948.

I subnit  my  annual  nedical  rexDort  on  the  working  of  the 
Port  Ox  Folkestone  during  the  3rear  1948. 

Apart ^ from  the  normal  regular  Cargo  Services  maintained 
between  this  Port  and  Calais  and  Boulogne,  the  follov/ing 
Passenger  Services  v;ere  in  operation. 

1.  From  8th  Hay  to  31st  December,  1948,  inc. 

Daily  service  to  and  from  Calais. 

2.  From  ISth  June  to  2nd  October,  1948,  inc. 

Daily  serA^ice  to  and  from  Boulogne. 

3.  From  17th  July  to  12th  September,  1948,  inc. 

S.S.  "Autocarrier”  (passengers  and  motor  cars) 

daily  to  and  from  Calais. 

Although  the  total  nuivibers  of  passengers  arriving  at 
Folkestone  fell  somewhat  below  those  of  the  previous  3^ear, 
this  was  fully  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  there  was  no 
regular  passenger  traffic  until  May  8th.  From  that  date 
onwards  total  nuiabers  have  been  maintained  at  a high  average 
level. 


The  total  number  of  Aliens  arriving  at  the  Port  during 
the  3^ear  v;as  34,958, 

The  general  rule  is  that  aiiA'’  Alien  who  is  to  remain  in 
the  country’-  for  six  months  or  more  must  be  submitted  for  medical 
examination,  and  of  the  total  number  3,029  were  so  examined.  This 
represents  £.7^  comparing  with  6,9^-  examined  in  1947. 

The  groat  najorit3'-  of  examinees  were  those  holding  i.:inistr3r 
of  Labour  Permits  to  undertake  domestic  emplo3mient  in  this 
countiHr  and  once  again,  by  far  the  greatest  proportion  of  these 
were  Swiss  I'ationals.  The  general  state  of  health  was  uniformly 
of  a very  high  level,  probably  accounted  for  ’03^  the  fact  that 
previous  examination  in  the  countrAr  of  origin  is  usuall3r  carried 
out. 


The  difficulties  involved,  from  time  to  tins,  in  porfoS'tiing 
these  nedical  inspections  is  possibly  not  completely  re#^sjsi.ite4.* 
On  frequent  occasions,  up  to  30  or  40  or  more  individuals  have 
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to  iDG  soen  in  tlic  verA"  short  space  of  tirae  available  betv/een 
the  arrival  of  the  boat  and  tho  departure  of  the  London  train. 

The  nodical  inspection  rooms  provided  on  tho  Harbour  station 
are  in  evcr3r  way  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  and  there  is  no 
Avaiting  room  capable  of  holding  the  very  large  numbers  w'hich 
may  have  to  be  seen.  The  rooms,  especially  during  the  wdnter 
months,  are  extremely  damp,  dark  and  unattractive.  The 
practice  has,  therefore,  been  continued  of  using  two  or  more 
cabins  on  board  the  boats  and  this  has  been  found  to  be 
reasonably  effective,  especiallj^  as  quick  and  eas3r  coimiunication 
with  the  Home  Office  officials  (who  do  their  v^ork  on  board) 
is  possible  e.nd  often  necessar^i", 

I feel,  however,  that  the  whole  sA^-stem  of  submitting  these 
large  numbers  of  generally  extremely  healthy  individuals  to  a 
routine  medical  inspection  which  must,  of  necessity,  be  some- 
what cursory,  requires  revision.  ^ The  production  of  a Medical 
Certificate  of  good  general  health  vouched  for  by  a British 
Consul  in  the  countr^?^  of  origin  should,  in  my  opinion,  exempt 
immigrants  from  the  necessitj?-  of  passing  through  the  hands  of 
the  Medical  Inspector,  leaving  more  time  for  the  careful 
examination  of  doubtful  cases,  and  those  arriving  without  such 
certificate . 

During  the  year.  Dr.  J.M.B.  MorAvood  was  appointed  as  an 
Assistant  Inspector  of  Aliens  and  began  duty  on  25th  May,  1948. 
Dr.  Georgette  Crosby  and  Dr.  Norman  Montouuis  also  hold  Vi/arrants, 
thongh- the-  latter  has  undertaken  onl37'  very  occasional  relief 
wfork.- 


I have  to  thank  all  three  of  them  for  the  unvarAring  assiduit3i^ 
v/ith  vihich  the3r  have  carried  out  the  duties,  often  at  most 
awkward  times.  It  is  perhaps  not  alv/ays  recognized  that  all 
those  engaged  are  part-time  officers  with  other  important 
commitments,  that  the  boats  frequently  arrive  late  and  that 
there  is  no  day  of  the  year  upon  which  the3r  do  not  arrive. 

. I have  also  to  thank  Mr.  Gill,  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 
and  the  whole  of  his  staff,  for  their  great  help  in  maintaining 
efficient  sanitar3?'  service  in  the  Port.  Me  are  indeed  fortunate 
in  Having  an  entirely  dependable  team  of  ver3^  highly  qualified 
sanitar3’  experts  o-lwajs  available. 

Ivjfs.  Sui-imier field  has  continued  to  parry  out  tho  duties  of 
Nurse  assisting  with  the  medical  inspections  and  her  work,  as 
alwa37s,  has  been  of  the  very  highest  level. 

At  the  request  of  the  Count3’-  Medical  Officer  my  services 
have  continued  to  be  available  for  Medical  Inspections  and  advice 
at  LArmpne  Airport,  if  required,  and  from  time  to  time  I have  been 
so  called  upon. 

In  conclusion,  I foel  that  it  may  fairly  be  stated  that 
the  routine  runs  smoothly  and  efficiently.
